The expectation is that the Nor- 
ris motion will be tabled buat op- 
ponents of the subsidy expect to 
offer similar motions to take up 
other pending legislation. A mo- 
tion to take up the truth-in-fabric 
bill is scheduled to be presented 
about Wednesday in case the Nor- 
ris motion is tabled tomorrow. 

It is generally conceded that if 
the ship-subsidy bill is displaced 
by any of the measures which are 
being put forward by its oppo- 
nents, t e will be little further 
chance for its consideration at this 
session. 

Senator Jones outlined to the 
Senate a program under which he 
thought it ‘would be possib to 
pass the administration debt-fund- 
ing bill this week without inter- 
fering with the ship-subsidy bill.

This transaction, 
the government insists, represent- 
ed, in effect, the distribution of a 
dividend from the surplus of the 
New Jersey corporation on the 
basis of two shares of the Delaware 
corporation stock for each share of 
the New Jersey corporation, and 
it was assessed on that basis by the 
Commission of Internal Revenue.

Methodist Episcopals Name 
Conference Commitiec 


Post-War Conditions Told 


by Investigator 
View of 


Churchman

CHICAGO, Feb. 12..The Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church has ap- 
Pointed a delegation, including 


three bishops, to confer this month 
with representatiyes of the Rus- 
sian court regarding its appeal for 
“assiefance in re-establishing the 
gre of Christ in Russia.” 
Ss announcement was made to- 
d by Rev. Dr. Joseph B. 
Hey, secretary emeritus of the 
ethodist General Conference, 
with the statement that the invita- 
tion was being made with the ap- 
proval of the soviet government. 

The delegation comprises Bishop 
Edgar Blake of Paris, Bishop 
John L. Neulson of Zurich, Bishop 
Anton Last of Copenhagen and 
Rev. W. H. Beauchamp, secretary 
of foreign work. 

Dr. Hinegley, who has e an 
exhaustive survey of conditions in 
Russia, meeting high officials of 
the soviet government, said of the 
praposed conference: 


SOVIET NOT FRIENDLY 
“The soviet government is not 


friendly to the Russian church, but 


it is well to remember that the 
church was tied up with the Im- 
perial government, and though hav- 
ing great wealth and a clergy of 
education and intelligence, had 
never been the friend of the people 
nor sympathized with their struggle 
against autocracy. 

“And now comes an invitation 
from a section of the great church 
pleading for assistance in re-estab- 
lishing the standard of Christ in 
Russia and asking us to prove the 
genuineness of our brotherhood in 
Christ by standing by with them 
in their efforts to bring spiritual 
order out of the almost helpless 
national chaos. 

“Those who invite us may not 
be officers of the old-established 
order, but the invitation may be 
all the more important for that 
very reason. The new wine of 
American Methodism might be lost 
if poured into thé old bottles of 
the state church. 


THE WAY IS OPEN 


“But whatever the future may 
hold, the way into Russia is ap- 
parently open. At Petrograd, by 
its service to the community, 
Methodism has already found a 
place in the hearts and thoughts 
of the common people. Certain 
elements of the Russian church bid 
us welcome and the government 
declares. there will be no official 
interference. 

“It is evident that the situation 
ig Russia from any point of view 
is awful. But out of it has come 
government differing from any 
hitherto known which has estab- 
lished itself and is seeking recog- 
nition in the family of the govern- 
ment’s of the world. Let us not 
bind our prejudices to words. 

“Recently the latest born, the 
soviet, has been dropped on the 
world’s doorstep. It an unwel- 
come child; an ‘ugly duckling,’ but 
it is here.“

AUTO PLUNGE 


Heavy Car Skids Over 200- 
Foot Precipice 
Second Occupant Jumps Just 
Before Crash 
Machine Found at Bottom of 

Ravine 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 12.—Joe 
Topper, 43 years of age, was al- 
most instantly killed last night 
when his heavy automobile skidded 
over the edge of a two hundred. 
foot ravine near Wheeler Ridge oil 
camp, about thirty miles from this 
city. Topper’s body was recovered 
several hours later, about halfway 
down the side of the ravine, by a 
rescue party headed by Coroner 
N. C. Housee. Hiram E. House, an 
oil driller at the Standard On 
Company's camp, who was in Top- 
per’s car at the time of the acci- 
dent, saved his life by jumping 
just before the car skidded over 
the precipice. His only injury was 
a lightly sprained knee. 

House today told Coroner 
Housee a graphic story of the trip 
taken by himself and Topper and 
described how the latter struggled 
desperately to save himeelf and 
the car, which for years had been 
his means of livelihood. 

Coroner Housee was notified 
the tragedy by I. R. Schmidt of 
the Standard Oil Company, and 
immediately started for the scene 
with fiVe men. When the party 
arrived at the spot where the car 
left the highway, others were 
waiting to help, and in «a short 
time Topper’s body was discovered. 
The automobile crashed on to the 
bottom of the canyon. The body

known rent-car drivers in Kern 
county, having maintained a sta- 
tion on Chester avenue for the past 
five or six years.

President Harding called the 
last December and Secretary of State 
Hughes presided at the sittings. Plenipo- 
tentiaries of Guatemala, Costa Rica, Nica- 
ragua, Honduras and San Salvador were 
present. A treaty of peace and friendship, 
calculated to bring about closer relations, 
and agreements to insure internal peace 
throngh the whole of Central America, 
were signed at the final plenary session. 

As earnest of their sincerity, Guatemala 
and Honduras, before adjournment, agreed 


to submit their long-standing boundary dis- 


pute to the President of the United States 
for arbitration. 

Anyone conversant with conditions as 
they were in Central America before the 
United States, through the suggestion of 
the Pan-American Union, persuaded these 
republics to try pulling together instead of 
eternally pulling apart, will appreciate the 
benefits that have accrued to all western 


newer and better regime. 

Of course there are still differences of 
opinion and thorny questions of sovereignty 
snfficiently marked to prevent these small 
nations from combining under one gevern- 
ment—an amalgamation that some idealists 
have been working tg bring about.

LANCOLN’S GREATNESS 
In his address on “What Really 
Made Lincoin Great,“ Dr. Moore 
said in part: 
“It is a beneficent and elevating 
practice of our people to come to- 
birthday, to 
remind each other of what he 
thought and did and suffered. We 
do well to remember. him, for he 
is the interpreter of the life we 
strive to lead. 
“Wherein was he truly great? 
What did he do that no other man 
could possibly have done? 
“He was misjudged, miserepre- 
sented and reviled. His old neigh- 
bors and his associates spoke of 
him as a “politician and some- 
times as a ward litician. That 
is a word very difficult to define. 
They did not use it as a term 
of praise. They did not mean by 
it that he gained his ends by 
bribery or unfairness. They would 
never have called him ‘Honest 
Abe’ ff they had. But he did 
hate to disoblige a friend and on 
all but the most important mat- 
ters he found it hard to say no, 
and he did like the skirmish of 
arranging and counter-arranging. 
“His experience in Illinois had 
not Arained him for the tremed- 
ous responsibility which suddenly 
became his. Yet today what his 
contemporaries called mistakes of 
policy are almost all regarded as 
more nearly right than wrong and 
of all his appointments, only one, 
that of Cameron as Secretary of 
War, proved grossly wrong. But 
even the story of that appoint- 
ment does honor to Lincoln. It 
seems that hie stanch friend. 


own initiative, bought Cameron's 
support in the nominating con- 
vention by the promise of a seat 
in the Cabinet and Mr. Lincoln 
had to make that unauthorized 
promise good or repudiate his chief 
supporter, Mr. Davis. His lack of 
training in foreseeing the im- 
mense havoc that the wrong kind 
of man would work in that office, 
not his lack of morals, caused 
him to chose the wrong horn of 
that dilemma.
